understand art its fullest and deepest meaning under- 
stand symbolism and the nature the symbol. have difficulty 
understanding art the degree that fail comprehend 
(actually experience) the symbol. Nor such 
tributable deliberate, conscious avoidance comprehension. 
The factor our more immediate cultural heritage 
overlooked. exerts powerful conditioning influence. are 
products age naturalism which has dominated the western 
world since the Renaissance, and cannot easily free ourselves 
from its characteristic mode thought. But are also inheritors 
older tradition which belongs not this particular age, but 
all ages—all men. The symbol has universality which not 
only the common denominator all great art, but the timeless 
re-assertion man’s fundamental unity his experience reality. 
However much the substance this perennial tradition becomes 
encrusted with the digressions particular age, even the 
denial its existence, the passage time has invariably shown 
that never really lost. other words the universal symbol, 
whether inherited innately present, ever potential experience 
man. 

Awareness this link with the past—awareness the symbol 
has been minimum for some five hundred years—a relatively 
long time for the individual, but infinitesimal period 
history man since first gained awareness himself and the 
world which lives. During this five hundred years science has 
been steadily the ascendancy, characterized emphasis upon 
description and classification the phenomenal world. Only very 
recently has investigation been focused upon man’s inner world, 
the unconscious, and its relationship the conscious self 
the external world. sense have been like the athlete. 
who, striving attain superman strength, ends being 
merely muscle-bound. have over-emphasized the importance 
the rational mind the expense the irrational, the intuitive 
and the sensuous functions which contribute the integration 
the whole man. And the process have submerged the symbol, 
lost track it, until longer part our living awareness 
things. Nevertheless the symbol, and its meaning, however feeble 
distorted have made them, are still latent within us. 

When symbol becomes weak, literalness dominates. art since 
the Middle Ages see the symbol give way the allegory, and 
the allegory superseded pure and naturalism. Leonardo 
Vinci the prototype the post-Renaissance period. 
has the mind scientist rather than artist. way 
the father both modern scientific empiricism and natural- 
ism art, both which are typified endless 
interpretative observation nature. the method analysis 
rather than synthesis, division rather than integration. The 20th 
century revolt art has been revolt against this more immediate 
past—against naturalism and allegory (the adulteration art with 
literary content) with only partial recognition the validity 
the symbol. Nevertheless the appeared

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again and again, though its presence has figured almost not all 
the critical appraisal the modern idiom. But the justification 
for, well the strength modern art, abstract otherwise, 
lies precisely its potential symbolism. 

Any art which characterized minimum selectivity (such 
representational art) attempt record faithfully what the 
camera eye sees (as the biologist attempts classify the parts 
organism)—such art per incapable symbolism. But 
symbolic art not necessarily non-objective art, without ref- 
erence nature natural forms. Buddhist and Hindu art 
highly symbolic (and this sense abstract) while retaining great 
wealth organic forms derived from nature. the antithesis 
naturalism. The same may said Egyptian, and for that 
matter all pre-Greek, “primitive” and early Christian art. Though 
their adherence natural forms often less apparent than 
Oriental cultures, such forms are invariably employed varying 
degrees abstraction, coupled with the more “pure” geometric 
shapes and mathematical symbolism. The most abstract concept 
man’s achievement thought occurs the invention and use 
numbers and their relationships. Both have been used sym- 
holize man’s most profound realizations. The trinity and quaternity 
have undeniable prominence the major religions the world. 
Ten—the one and the nought—is not only the sum man’s fingers 
symbol the Ineffable. Pythagoras, 2500 years ago, and 
Plato after him, conceived number the base the real 
world. Today, Einstein’s theory relativity stated mathe- 
matical equation. Indeed mathematics inseparable part 
modern physics, whereas geometrical relationships are the dis- 
tinguishing characteristic cubism, constructivism, and non-objec- 
tive art. 

But need not limited such extremes abstraction, for 
the symbolism invested human, animal and vegetative, 
non-organic forms, has equally long and vital history. 
earth, water and air, the sun and the moon, the day and the night. 
are not merely phenomena but highly symbolic embodiments 
non-corporeal reality. The unity duality has been experienced 
time and again the opposing forces nature, darkness and 
light, the yin and the yang, the body and the spirit. The true

PETER YATES 
Benjamin Britten, English composer now his early thirties, 
has written successfully many forms. His music has been played 
throughout the Western world often enough establish him 
one the more important among the younger international com- 
posers. Like many the better known English 
inclines towards prettiness, but with acrid bite that distinguishes 
his work from the pallid rhapsodizing such Moeran, Ireland,

and Bax. Britten might have continued for generation this half- 
light existence the younger recognized composer, had not 
turned his talents the writing opera and become within three 
years one the two best known practitioners this 
limited art. 

The writing operas has been for over fifty years academic 
privilege any composer who wishes fill many pages with 
instrumental and vocal combinations. The odds against 
duction opera when has been written are great that 
the writing them has been left for the most part musical tra- 
ditionalists who might manage have their operas produced 
rare occasions out the way places and musical politicians 
who can manage get their operas produced but cannot keep them 
the repertoire beyond couple years. Deems Taylor has been 
prominent example this latter sort success. 

Peter is, measured staying power, the most 
effective grand opera that has been written the United States. 
Yet the ordinary American music-lover, pressed name 
hurry one American operatic work, would almost certainly first 
mention Gershwin’s Porgy and Bess. The reason is simple. In writ- 
ing Porgy and Bess Gershwin aimed below the level grand opera 
and wrote directly for the stage. The play both interesting and 
exciting, the setting unusual and very colorful, the plot strong, 
the action easy follow, and the ensemble. which even 
original made effective use allows for continuous com- 
binations soloists and chorus. Porgy and Bess has place 
its own, singspiel, somewhere between Show Boat, which 
avowedly light opera, and the traditional full-bosomed grand opera 
the tradition.

The en- 
tire outside filled with louvered win- 
dows, some open and some fixed. The out- 
side planting area directly against the 
glass. 


The master bedroom the south side 
the house and two smaller bedrooms face 
east. the rest the house, the traffic 
circulation along the outside wall and the 
bed faces toward the south grounds and 
terraces.
